THE    NEW    QUARANTINE     REGU- 
l.A  TIONS, 

Wasliinglnn,  March  2,  1893.— The  Sccietnry  of 
the  Ti'enfiuiy  proimily.tled  to-day  tlie  new  quaraii. 
tine  legulatirms,  framed  in  acconlance  witli  the 
Qtiarantnic  Act  ol  rdnnaiy  15111,  1893.  The 
regulations  call  allentinn  to  some  old  sintiiies  and 
reqiiireinent.=,  anil  jire-veiit  a  full  and  cnrefiil  (orm 
for  bills  ol  lieallli  issued  to  ves.sels  lirinpingpasseii- 
gers  to  lliis  connliy  ;  melliods  nf  disinfection  of 
goods  are  fuliy  sel  forth,  and  llie  following  regu- 
lalions  are  to  be  enlotced  upon  passengers : 

1.  Prior  lo  sailing  fronr  ports  infected  with 
cholera,  each  passenger  of  the  cabin  class  should 
produce  salisfnctory  evidence  as  lo  his  exact  place 
of  al)Otle  dnrinj,'  ihe  four  days  immediately  pre- 
ceding emhnrkaiion,  and  il  il  a|ipeats  that  lie  or  his 
baggage  lias  been  expo.sed  to  contagion,  said 
passenger  should  he  delained  such  length  of  tinie 
as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  hy  ihe  inspecting 
nflicer,  and  the  baggage  should  be  disinfected. 
When  pr.iclicable  passent;ers  shonlil  not  ship  from 
iiifecled  ports,  but  in  cases  where  it  is  impracticable 
to  do  otherwise,  the  hand  liaggage  of  steerage  pas- 
senger.'* will  be  limited  lo  necessary  articles  of 
apparel  and  hedding,  and  must  be  disinfected  hy 
steam  at  102  degrees  C,  ffu- tliivty  minulcf*.  Boots, 
slioes,  hats,  caps,  gloves  and  articles  of  leather 
which  are  injured  h'y  iieat  should  lie  disinfected  by 
2  per  cent,  sohilion  of  carbolic  acid— all  the  articles 
to  be  submerged— or  by  bichloride  of  mercury 
solution  (1  to  Soo. ) 

2.  Steerage  pa.ssengers,  namely,  those  occuf:^- 
ing  apartments  oilier  than  first  or  second  cabin, 
from  any  port  or  place  where  cholera  may  be  pre- 
vailing, should  i>e  detained  four  dajgjunder  medicn! 
observation  in  specially  designated  barracks  or 
houses  set,  asi<le  for  their  exctnsive  use.  Pure 
water  alid  wholesome  fond  of  a  character  salislac- 
l«ry  l«  the  medical  officer  should  be  supplied  to 
peisom  so  delained.  Steerage  passengers  s'ould 
he  l)athed  immediately  upon  the  commencement  of 
till  four  days' observation,  and  provided  witii  dis- 
infected clothmg,  the  clothing  removed  slioidd  be 
disinfected  liy  exposure  to  sleam  lo2  degrees  C. 
(or  thirty  minutes.  '   * 

3.  Should  cholera  br^hk  out  in  the  barracks  or 
houses  in  which  the  passeiiger.'i  ate  lAdergoing  the 
four  days'  observation,  ii«  passenger  h'oin  said 
houses  or  barracks  should  eii^ark  unlil  sewen  days 
or  longer  alter  the  conclusion  ol  llmlast^case,  and 
not  uiilil  such  measures  have  l>ee^lakei)»a^o  in- 
sure freedom  from  contagion  of  llie  remainder. 
The  rules  prescribing  the  disinfection  of  the  baggage 
and  personal  effects  of  passengers  and  crew  coming 
from  cholera  inlected  ports  shot|dalso  be  observed 
with  regard  to  passengers  and  Wew  coming  from 
ports  and  places  where  plague,  yellow-fever,  typhus 
fever  or  small-pox  are  prevailing  in  an  epidemic 
(orm.  Passengers  and  crews,  niercliandise  and 
baggage  prior  to  shipmenl  at  a  non-inlected  port, 
but  coming  from  an  infected  locality,  should  be 
subject  10  the  same  restrictions  as  are  imposed  In 
an  infected  port.

Ix  view  of  the  recenl  tlisclo.siiies  in  le^iiil 
to  llie  Buenos  Aires  sanitary  boiril    anil  ,if 
the  enormous  prejudices  which  this  cotiiitrv 
and  slnppers  in  general  are  compelled  to 
cnduie  on  account  of  the  quarantines  im- 
posed at  that  port,  the  Brazilian  government 
should  at  once  take  steps  lo  secure  some 
iiUernattonal    control    over    this   question 
The  day  Is  not  far  distant  when  quarantines 
will  surely  be  made  subject  to  such  coiitrtjf 
and  efety  nation  will   be  made  responsible 
for  its  e.iactioiis.     .Most  questions  aireclin<r 
international  trade  and  travel  are  now  sul" 
ject  lo  well  defined  laws  and  regulations,  so 
that  no  individual  can   be  deprived  of  'his 
personal  and  property  rights  without  recourse 
to   diplomatic  interference   in    his  behalf 
Quarantine  abuse  is  now  the  most  impor- 
tant question  in  that  category  wiiich   is  left 
unprotected,  and  Brazilwill  be  doing  an 
mimense  .service  to  the  commercial   vvorld 
il  she  insists  on  an  international  convention 
for  Its  regulation.     It  fs  not  only  Urn"uav 
and  Argentina  which  are  enforcing  vexatious 
and  unnecessary  quarantines,  but  nations  in 
every  part  of  the  world  are  doing  the  same 
thing.      Brazil,    liowever,    has    a    specific 
grievance  and   might  very  well   lake  the 
iniliative,  conlident  of  tiie  support  of  those 
commercial  nations  which  have  outgrown 
the  fears  and  mercenary   motives  which   so 
olten  underlie  the  imposition  of  quaranline 
restrictions.      .As    the   coming  summer    in 
Europe  promises  to  dcvelopcholera  at  many 
points,    ihere  should   be    no    lime    lost    in 
securing  united  action  on  this  most   impor- 
tant qnesliou.

It  seems  more  than  probable  thai  the 
present  government  has  resolverl  upon  a 
large  and  costly  increase  to  its  navy,  the 
statement  being  cm-rent  that  the  comstruc- 
llon  of  not  less  than  twelve  new  vessels  will 
be  advocated  by  the  minister  of  marine, 
rwo  new  cruisers  have  only  just  arrived 
here  Iroin  Europe,  another  one  is  nearly 
completed,  and  still  another  is  under  con- 
.slnictKin  in  this  port  at  a  fabulous  e.vpense. 
»  hat  IS  the  need  of  all  this  naval  force  ?  Is 
lirazil  prepatiiig  for  war,  or  is  she  in  any 
serious  danger,  that  such  warlike  prepara- 
tions are  necessarv .'  At  the  present 
moment  Brazil  is  settling  her  only  ilispute 
ilh  Argentina  by  arbitration,  and  so  far 
as  we  are  informetl  there  is  no  other  ques- 
tion at  issue  serious  enough  to  warrant  the 
fear  that  an  appeal  to  arms'will  be  necessary. 
She  has  a  purely  militarv  atlministratioii, 
however,  and  it  evidenllv  wants  to  see  tlie 
whole  couiitiy  iriade  subservient  to  the 
army  and  navy.  The  Brazilian  people  must 
tllerelore  furnish  the  means  to  lim-  more 
ship.s,  more  cannon,  mure  rilles  anil  more 
ammunition,  an.l  they  must  ta.x  tliem;-.elvcs 
slill  further  to  support  about  double  the 
fru-ce  that  was  maintained  under  the  empire. 
.-Ml  this  means  inci-ea.scd  iiidebteilncss,  in- 
creased laxation  anil  a  hopeless  abasement 
of  the  civilian  before  ihe  military  clement, 
I'lie  only  refuge  is  in  hankruptcv,  aiul  this, 
in  luir  opinion,  will  be  unavoidable  if  this 
insane  policy  is  l)ursued  much  lurther.  It 
this  is  what  is  meant  bv  republicanism, 
llien  the  people  will  some'tlav  be  forced  lo 
count  the  costs  and  to  ask  Ihemselves  if  tlie 
change  has  been  for  their  advantage. 


It  is  idle,  perhaps,    lo  discuss  questions 
ol  policy  which  have  been  definitely  settled, 
but  at  the  same  time  it  is,   in  our  opinion, 
a  duty  to  call  attention  to  a   peril   whether 
it  is  included  in  such  a  policy  or  not.     The 
resolution  of  the  government  to  undertake 
further  railway  gtiarantee.s,  or,  what  is  pre- 
cisely the  same  thing,  to  guarantee  interest 
on  loans  raised  for  extension.s,  is  a  inislake 
which    never    should    have    been     made. 
vVitli  lis  costly  experience  in  that  line  the 
government  should  not  have  repeated  the 
blunder.     But,  having  resolved  upon  such 
a  course,  it  should  have  been   very  careful 
to  grant  its  aid  only  to  enterprises  which 
ofl'er  unquestioned  guarantees  of  immediate 
development  and  success.     Having  made  a 
mistake  in  its  general  policy,   the  govern- 
ment should  have  been  very  careful   not  to 
blunder  in  i)e  special  application.     In   this 
respect,  we  feel  obliged  10  say,  the  covern- 
ment  has  again  failed.    The  first  loan  se- 
cured under  this  arrangement   is   one   for 
;t3> 710,000  at  5  per  cent,   on   an  issuing 
price  of  80  for  the  Oeste  de  Minas  railway. 
The  roati  will  therefore  receive  /2,()f)S,ooo, 
from  which  expenses  must  be  deducted,  on 
which   it   will  have  10  pay  about  6^  per 
cent,  interest.     .\s  this  line  is  to  he  extended 
into  a  sparsely  settled  and  unprogressive 
lerrittirj',  its  increase  of  iralfic  is  very  prob- 
lematical ;  in   fact,    we   very   much    doubt 
whether  it  wfll  for  many  years  to  come  earn 
even   its  running  expenses.      It   taps   no 
region  of  exceptional  fertility,   nor  is  there 
the  slightest  tendency  toward  the  migration 
of  agriculturalists  in  that  direction.
